THE HURD BILL. 

The Hurd bill, which provides that no 
freight originating in the United States 
should pass through Canada, is still a sub- 
ject of discussion among shippers and rail- 
road men here. No one believes.that the bill 
was introduced in Congress in good faith. 
There is a general belief that the principal 
object of introducing it was for the purpose 
of influencing stock speculations. There are 
some railroad managers, who are evidently 
well posted, who hint that a deeper aim was at 
the bottom of that bill. One of these gentlemen 
stated toa TRIBUNE reporter yesterday, while 
discussing the bill, that there was no 
joke or stock speculation at the bottom of 
the matter.

TRADE AND LABOR, 


Unsettled Conditie of Affairs at the 
Belleville, Hil, <A -Mines—Serious 
Disturbances Apprehended—The Vul- 
can Iron-Works,. 

Special Dispatch to Phe Chicago Tribune, 

Sr. Lovis, April 30 A meeting of operators 
in the Belleville mining region was held to- 
day, at which it was ided to make a final 
stand against the constantly increasing de- 
mands of the miners, and control the labor in 
a business-Jike mannér or abandon the field. 
It is proposed to introduce labor-saVYing ma- 
chinery in Spite of threats made, and 
Gov. Cullom has written a letter to 
the Sherif? of 8t. Clair County 
advising him to take steps to prevent further 
unlawful demonstrations. ‘Trouble is antici- 
pated when the operators act upon their 
present resolve. They say that most of the 
miners are peaceable, but that the intimida- 
tion is largely caused by the efforts of a few 
workmen brought on from the Pennsylvania 
regions. 

The Vulcan Steel Works, which have been 
partly idle because of labor troubles, re- 
sumed in full to-day. 

To the Western Associated Press. 

Sr. Lovis, April 30.—The unsettled condi- 
tion of affairs at and near Belleville, III., and 
throughout the coal-mining districts of St. 
Clair County, between the miners and mine 
operators seems likely to lead to serious 
disturbances. Fora long time past the coal 
diggers have been receiving four cents per 
bushel for ining. They have worked 
but eight hours per day, and 
have restricted the output to fifty 

‘bushels per day per man. Other restrictions 

have also been adopted and enforced by the 

miners, until the operators says the Miners’ 

Union practically controls their business.

THE DECLINE IN IRON, 
The Cincinnati Gazette, discussing the 
“strike” of the iron-makers of all kinds 
against American consumers, and the effect 


of thrusting up their prices 100 per cent, 


says: : 
“This stimulated manufacturers until the 
supply was in excess of the demand. In or- 
der to keep prices up by force the manufact- 
urers concluded suspend operations 
rather than reduce prices This we pointed 
out as a bad example in the way of strikes, 
It was a strike of the manufacturers inst 
consumers, and is worse than a strike of 
employés for higher wages. It 8 in- 
vites the latter to follow the example of 
employers. If it is right for the tter to 
throw their men out of employment in order 
to foree consumers to pay a n combina- 
tion price for products, it t be wrong 
for employés to combine and y+ work in 
order to secure higher prices for laber. We 
do not believe 1 area remedy for an 
evil supposed or real, and 44 will 
find that their course will not help, but that it 
will injure their business.

The Parliamentary Elections in the 
United Kingdom. 
Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune, 

Lowpon, April 15.—The Parliamentary 
elections are all but over, leaving results ag 
tenishing to the victors as well as to the van- 
quished. The Conservatives have been 
beaten at ail points; Lord Beaconsfield’s 
Government has been signally overthrown; 
and, before this letter can reach you, the 
telegraph will have announced the accession 
of a Liberal Ministry to office. The ups and 
downs of political life have thus received a 
new illustration. A feeling prevails at the 
moment that we have reached the end of the 
official career of England’s latest Prime Min- 
ister. Indeed, Lord Be aconsfield’s years and 
failing strength make it seem far from prob- 
able that he will ever hold office again. Be 
that as it may, such hopes as his party build 
upon him are known to rest on a frail ten- 
ure, What remains of his career, official or 
otherwise, can little affect the world’s esti- 

this distinguished man, who began 
life on a three-legged stool in an attorney’s 
office, and rose to the highest office in the 
realm: who, 2 most trying period in 
international has shown himself a 
statesman equal to great emergencies, and 
now goes into retirement the most famous of 
his countrymen. 

The present revolution, apart from the ef- 
fect it may have on British poliey, has — 
attended by circumstances. wh will 
it memorable in party annals, 4s I 7 — 
ready hinted, it has been to both the great 
parties more or less a surprise.

Oats 
closed stronger at 204@20%c for May and 20%c 
for June. Rye was steady at 74%c cash. Barley 
declined, extra 8 closing at 60%@é6lc, and No. 
2 sold at 80c. Hogs were quiet and weak at $4.20 
64.80 for light, and at $4.20@4.00 for heavy. Cat- 
tle were in good demand and firmer,—seiling at 
$2.00@A.85. 

Dry goods continue in good demand for the 
season, and the tone of the market remains 
firm and healthy. Boots and shoes are moving 
rather less freely, but e demand is still more 
than ordinarily active for the time of year. 
Straw goods and millinery continue in brisk de- 
mand. There were no noteworthy changes in 


the grocery market. Coffees, sugars, sirupé,.. 


molasses, and most other lines were firm, Trade 
was reported fairly active and improving. Dried 
fruits were quoted steady, with a fair business 
in progress. Fish were in better request, and 
lake descriptions were firm. There was nothing 
new to note in the market for dairy products. 
Oils were quiet and easy. Pig-iron remains dull, 
and prices, especially for Scotch, are still weak 
and unsettied. Coal was dull and easy. 

Lumber was in moderate demand at the cargo 
sale-docks. The offerings were larger, and sales 
were made at former prices for two-inch stuff. 
The yard market exhibited no important 
change. Wool was unquotable. The old stock 
is being closed out at irrégular prices, and new 
is scarce, and ghipping has been delayed by the 
raw weather. The seed dealers reported little 
doing, the inquiry being chiefly for the late 
kinds, which were scarce and firm. Wild hay 
was weak, owing to fair offerings, and timothy 
ruled , with little business in either grade. 
Hides dnd broom-corn were unchanged. Pota- 
toes were steadier, the offerings having falien 
off, and poultry was easy. Green fruits were 
taken by the city t at previous prices. 

Lake freights were fairly active and steady at 
30 for corn and 3%c for wheat to Buffalo. 
Through rates were quoted at 150 for corn by 
lake and rail tg Boston, and do for corn and 100 
for wheat by all-water routeto New York. 
There is reason to believe that our prominent 
grain-shippers do not want lake freights to de- 
cline below 30 on corn to Buffalo, and have not 
recently wanted to see them below that figure, 
numerous insinuations to the contrary not- 

withstanding. 

Rail-freights were quoted steady at the recent 
decline. New York rates were 3c on griin and 
We on provisions. Liverpool rates, 634c pro- 
visions and 52%c on flour. Hamburg ra 730 
on provisions, and Glasgow 55% on flour. 

The receipts of wheat at Chicago, Milwaukee, 
St. Louis, Toledo, and Detroit, reported yester- 
day, aggregated 248,000 bu, and the shipments 
119,000 bu.
